Scientific men are somowhat nonpluased 
by tho recent investigations of Dr Kérésy, 
& Hangarian physiologist, which ‘point un_ 
mistakably to the intellectual superiority of 
girls, even as regards proficiency in arith- 
motic, a subject ‘usually regnrded as the 
epecial prorogativo of boys. Says a writer 
in The Lancet (London): .' The vulnerable 
features of these statistics, if, indeed, infor- 
ences dradn from the intellectual. capacity 
of the girl can bo applied to that of the 
grown woman, is that they refer toa period 
of life which both in boys and girls is 
subject to disturbances, sexual and other- 
wiso, These-disturbanceaaro. so funda- 
mentally bound up with the goneral 
dovelopment of the organism, intellectual 
and organic, that it behooves us to bo 
particularly careful in making ony gort of a 
comparison between the two sexes. The 
unexplnined factors which apparently 
canduce to a form of intellectual precocity 
in girls, taken in conjunction with the 
biological tendency fur the establishment 
of an inverse relationship between the rate 
Of organic dovelop-uent: and the duration 
of a physivtogically usoful life, may"offor 
some oxplanation of the fact that nearly 
the whole work of human progresa can be 
traced to the maturer activities of the male 


and not of the fomale intellect.’ 


An interesting theory of the mechanism 
by. which the direction of incident light is 
perecived by plants has been put forward 
by G Haberlandt, a ° German | botanist, 
Says Nattive.(December 8); * He believes 
that the epidermic cells are, so to speak, 
tho eyes of the plant. This, according to 
his-view, when light strikes a leaf at right 
angles, to the surface it results, from ithe 
plano-convex form of tho epidormic cells, 
that the inner wall of cuch cell is iuminat- 
ed more brightly in the counter than at the 
periphery.. This makes it possible. for 
the. loaf to orientate itself in regard to 
light. Thas,. suppose the plant to be niev- 
ed go that’tho light now etrikos the doaf ob- 
liquely, the bright patches pf light om the 
inner cell-walls will no longer be central.
